Bombing 
suspect is 
accused 
of murder 

A SUSPECT in the murder 
of a Muslim pensioner has 
been harged with offences 
relating to explosions at 
Black Country mosques, 
including a mosque in 
Tipton. 

The charges were put to 
Ukrainian Pavlo Lapshyn as 
he appeared at Westminster 
Magistrates’ Court over the 
murder of Mohammed 
Saleem, aged 82, in Small 
Heath, Birmingham, in 
April. 

The 25-year-old postgrad¬ 
uate student from 
Dnipropetrovsk has been 
charged with further 
offences related to three sep¬ 
arate explosions near 
mosques in Walsall, Wolver¬ 
hampton and Tipton, West¬ 
minster Magistrates’ Court 
heard. 

Lapshyn was charged 
with carrying out acts with 
the intention of committing 
terrorism between April 24 
and July 18. 

They include buying bat¬ 
teries, a lunchbag, clock and 
computer as part of the con¬ 
struction of an explosive 
device, the court heard. 

Custody 

He was remanded in 
custody and will next appear 
at the Old Bailey today 
(Thursday). 

Meanwhile, the Govern¬ 
ment’s crime and security 
boss met Muslim leaders in 
Tipton this week and said 
terrorists would not divide 
the community. 

Minister James Broken- 
shire MP on Tuesday met 
with leaders following the 
bomb attack outside a 
mosque. 

His visit came almost two 
weeks after the explosion at 
the town’s Kanz U1 Iman 
Masjid Mosque and there 
have been similar incidents 
in Walsall and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. 

He said: “My message is to 
underline the Government’s 
support for the communities 
that have been affected by 
these acts of terror in the 
West Midlands, to show our 
solidarity with them. 

“I want to send a very 
clear message: that those 
who might seek to use 
hatred or terror or extrem¬ 
ism to divide us will not 
succeed.”

Teen admits 
stab 
of party boy 

A MAN has admitted killing teenager 
Ben Morutare outside a social club in 
Smethwick. Andy Ly pleaded guilty to 
manslaughter at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. 

Ly, 18, of Fulmer Walk, Ladywood, 
Birmingham, along with co-accused 
Omar Robinson, 19, of Rann Close, Lady- 
wood, had been on trial for 16-year-old 
Ben’s murder. But at the end of the pros¬ 
ecution’s case, Ly’s plea to the lesser 
charge of manslaughter was on Tuesday 
accepted. The charge of murder against 
Robinson was dropped. He was told he 
had no case to answer. 

Both Ly and Robinson pleaded guilty 
to violent disorder and will be sentenced 
at a later date. 

Ben, of Holden Crescent, Coalpool, 
Walsall, died from a stab wound to the leg 
on July 28 with witnesses in the trial 
claiming up to 80 men chased him. 

He had attended an 18th birthday 
party and was found near Smethwick Old 
Guards and Comrades Club. He died in 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital. 

The court heard that Ben had been 
trying protect a friend during a scuffle. 

Prosecutor Mr Michael Burrows QC, 
said Ly was seen walking away with a 
bloodstained T-shirt after the attack and 
was heard saying: “I stabbed him up.” 

Jordan Campbell, 18, of Portland 
Road, Edgbaston; Kwamae Phillips, 18, 
of Gillott Road, Edgbaston; Tahj Mills, 
18, of Waterside Street, West Bromwich; 
Tobias Blake, 20, of Kelsall Croft, Lady- 
wood, and Aaron Parkins, 19, all deny 
violent disorder. Their trial continues. 


Sandwell’s Children’s chief Councillor 
Simon Hackett said he was delighted that the 
council had been awarded the funding. 

He said: “We have had more children born in 
the last decade, than before and there is an 
increasing need for school places, and that is 
why we put in this bid for funding. 

“We have also found the parents are now 
choosing to send their children to school in 
Sandwell rather than send them out of the 
borough as they used to. 

I think this shows how far the schools have 
come in recent years.” 

Education authorities were invited to apply 
for extra new places for schools in high-pres¬ 
sure areas, focusing on the outstanding or good 
schools. 

Minister of State for Schools David Laws 
said: “We are determined that every pupil 
should not just have a place, but that the 
growth in the system is, as far as possible, con¬ 
centrated in schools that parents and pupils 
really want to go to.” 

Work is under way at several schools in 
Sandwell to provide 630 places in September. 
This includes Brandhall Primary School in 
Oldbury.

Bungling burglar is locked 


A BUNGLING burglar who raided the wrong 
house when trying to steal cannabis has been 
locked up for 12 months. 

Student Kory Watson was caught red-handed 
by police in the back garden of the property in 
Acacia Close, Tividale, a judge was told. 

Officers had been alerted by a neighbour who 
saw a vehicle being driven suspiciously in the 
road shortly before a burglar alarm sounded on 
May 23, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

Prosecutor Mr Howard Searle said: “Two side 


panels in the fence had been damaged and when 
police looked through the gap they saw the defen¬ 
dant in the back garden.” 

Watson tried to flee but was caught after a 
short chase. Inquiries revealed that jewellery 
and a camcorder had been stolen from the prop¬ 
erty where two locks had been broken. 

Mr Carl Templar-Vasey, defending, said 20- 
year-old Watson had been told by two men that 
there was cannabis at the address and had gone 
to steal it. The lawyer continued: “Either they

Watson, of Cavendish Road, Edgbaston, who 
had previous convictions for fraud and possession 
of a knife, was in breach of two community 
orders.

Judge Amjad Nawaz told him: “You have been 
given chances in the past but have demonstrated 
an unwillingness to abide by court orders.”

Statue stolen from child’s grave 


A WOMAN and two men have been charged 
with the murder of a Smethwick man who was 
found collapsed in a street. 
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Andrea Aston by her two-year-old son’s grave at Tipton Cemetery, in Alexandra Road 


A GRIEVING mother has 
been horrified after her 
son’s grave was targeted by 
thieves - for the second time. 

Andrea Aston was 
shocked when she went to 
her two-year-old son’s grave 
at Tipton Cemetery and dis¬ 
covered solar lights and a 
statue had been stolen. 

The 41-year-old was dis¬ 
covered that the heartless 
thieves had stolen around 
£40 worth of solar lights and 
a statue of an angel she had 
left at her son’s graveside. 

George Aston died in April 
2010 after suffering with 
congenital heart disease. 

Ms Aston, of Chatwins 
Wharf, said: “I think it is just 
disgusting that someone 
would rob from the dead. 

“I always get the children 
presents at Easter, so I also 
got George the solar lights, 
and they cost £40. 


“It’s just horrible what 
some people would do. I 
chose to have him buried, 
and to think that someone 
was stealing from him while 
he was lying there.” 

It is latest theft from the 
grave which was previously 
targeted in August 2010 
when solar lights and orna¬ 
ments were stolen. 

Warn 

She added: “I want to 
warn people not to leave 
items at the graves because 
they will just be taken by 
cruel people. As I under¬ 
stand it’ there were three or 
maybe more graves that 
were stolen from. ” 

Police spokesman Lee 
Page said the theft had 
taken place sometime 
between July 12 and 16. 

“Officers have increased 
patrols,” she added.

Emergency services were called to Brook Street just after 
midnight on Thursday morning (July 18), where Barry

The 52-year-old was taken 
to hospital but died a short 
time later. 

Tests

establish the cause of death. 

Five people, who are 
believed to be known to the 
victim, were arrested and 
two were later released 
without charge. 

A 39-year-old woman, 

Andrea Jones, and two men, 

Gurninder Sandu, 40, and 
John Scott, 46, appeared at 
Wolverhampton Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Saturday 
morning charged with the 
murder of Barry Shillam. 

Sandhu and Scott were at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on Tuesday as a date 
for their next hearing was 
set. The pair only spoke to 
confirm their names. 

Their next appearance at 
crown court will be on 
October 14 for a plea and 
case management hearing.

Storms hit trains and tram 

LIGHTNING caused major problems to the Black Country 
transport network on Monday as storms battered the West 
Midlands.

Boarding 
school on 
agenda at 
meeting 

AN EMPTY Grade II listed 
building is expected to get a 
£1.2 million transformation 
into a boarding school for 
boys, under plans that were 
being considered yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

Councillors have been rec¬ 
ommended to approve the 
scheme, which will see the 
derelict Ryland Memorial 
School of Art building on 
Lodge Road, West 
Bromwich, turned into a 
school for 11 to 18-year-olds. 

The move comes despite 
48 letters and a 409-name 
petition objecting. 

The application has been 
made by Tipton Green 
Councillor Ahmadul Haque, 
who is heading a group 
looking to transform the 
former art college. He is also 
a governor at the Jalalia 
Educational Institute on 
Wellington Road, Tipton, 
and says they need more 
room. 

However, some opponents 
argue there is no demand for 
the school, that it will not be 
used by local people and that 
boarding schools should not 
be in town centres. 

Council planning officer, 
Alison Bishop, has argued 
that the applicants do not 
need to prove their is a need 
for the school and it would 
bring a redundant historic 
building back into use 

Councils will 
join forces to 
buy in bulk 

CASH-STRAPPED 
Sandwell Council will join 
forces with another author¬ 
ity to buy vital equipment 
for disabled residents in a 
bid to cut costs. 

The move will see the 
council partner Croydon 
Council to purchase items in 
bulk for their equipment 
stores and it is estimated to 
save the authority £1.1 
million over three years.

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Naughty 
teens will 
get canal 
tidy jobs 

TWO teens have carried out 
clean-up work on a canal as 
punishment for their anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Officers from the Tipton 
Green neighbourhood polic¬ 
ing team patrolling the canal 
caught the boys, aged 13 and 
15, throwing stones. 

Police opted to use a local 
community resolution to 
deal with the teenagers and 
arranged for them to do vol¬ 
untary work with volunteers 
from the Tipton Canal 
Trust. They spent a morning 
helping to clean the canal 
and paint the bridge. 

Concerns 

Officers have been 
working closely with the 
trust following concerns 
about an increase in anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Officers have been con¬ 
ducting regular patrols 
along the canal and plan to 
arrange similar projects. 

Sergeant Dave Rogers, 
from the Tipton Green 
police team, said: “The lads 
really got into the cleaning 
and painting. It was a great 
way to improve links 
between the Canal Trust 
and youngsters and get 
them talking and under¬ 
standing each other better.” 

Worries led 
to suicide 

A SMETHWICK mother 
who was worried over her 
diabetic son and her family 
overseas was found hanged 
in the garage of her home, an 
inquest was told. 

Sukhcharanjit Kaur was 
found on May 20 by her 
husband at their home in 
Coopers Lane, Smethwick, 
after she had failed to pick 
up her children from school. 

Smethwick Coroners 
Court heard Mrs Kaur cared 
for her youngest son - even 
getting up throughout the 
night to check his blood 
sugar levels. 

The court was told he had 
suffered attacks in recent 
times and Mrs Kaur had 
been concerned about his 
health. 

She was also worried 
about her sister living in 
Greece. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain was told the 
45-year-old had become 
withdrawn but had refused 
any help. The medical cause 
of death was asphyxiation 
caused by hanging. 

Mr Balmain recorded that 
Mrs Kaur had killed herself. 


Anger as land cleared for bridge 


FURIOUS residents say they were not 
consulted over work at a Sandwell 
beauty spot to make way for a new foot¬ 
bridge. 

Those living next to Thimblemill Brook in 
Smethwick say a large patch of vegetation 
has been removed from the sides of the 
brook, leaving a large ugly gap between 
Norman Road and Broadmoor Avenue. 

Neighbours say young children have been 
playing in the space since it was created last 
week, causing a disturbance for nearby res¬ 
idents which started on the very day that the 
vegetation was cleared. 

Alan Dick only moved into his house on 
Broadmoor Avenue last month and says the 


attractive shrubbery around the brook was 
one of his reasons for moving in. 

He said: “One of the reasons this house 
appealed to us was the privacy with all the 
trees, because the brook runs down the 
middle between us and the road opposite. 

Motorbikes 

“It was lovely, secluded, nice and peaceful, 
but that’s all changed now. 

“There’s no young children that live here, 
but now they’ve cleared it there are 15 or 20 
kids out there screaming - and I don’t want 
the noise.” 

He also said he has seen people riding 
motorbikes along Broadmoor Avenue and 
Norman Road at speed, and is concerned 


that could put the playing children in 
danger. 

Peter O’Brien from nearby Pheasant 
Road said: “We are up in arms here about it. 

“There was no problems with the kids at 
night but, as soon as they cut those trees 
down and left these swathes open, we had 
problems that night.” 

Councillor Maria Crompton, Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet member for highways and 
environment, said the new bridge would be 
a useful addition to the area for local people. 

“The bridge is being funded by Commu¬ 
nity Spaces, who awarded funding to the 
Friends of Thimblemill Brook and Sandwell 
Council supported their application,” she 
explained 


“The bridge is going to be an attractive 
structure and it becomes a useful crossing 
oint for local people and an access to the 
rook. 

Sign 

“On the Norman Road side of the brook, 
we will install a ‘welcome’ sign as well as 
natural history wood carving. 

“Vegetation has been cleared so that the 
bridge can be installed but it will also ensure 
that the bridge remains as an ‘open and 
accessible’ feature.” 

Councillor Mrs Crompton added that the 
Friends group had carried out consultations 
with local residents before they submitted 
the application for project funding. 


Estate agent and wife 
admit £10.000 fraud 


AN ESTATE agent and his wife, who have 
admitted a fraud that netted them almost 
£100,000, have been sentenced. 

Former Connells West Bromwich branch partner 
Thomas Kelly and his wife Samantha bought repos¬ 
sessed houses at low prices, then waited several 
months before selling them on. The practice is common 
among housebuyers but the Kellys were charged with 
fraud as estate agents can not have an interest in prop¬ 
erties within their company’s portfolio. 

At Wolverhampton Crown Court on Monday, the 
court heard they bought properties under Mrs Kelly’s 
name to cover up the crime, in which they made 
£98,550 on the sale of three houses in West Bromwich. 

To hide their actions Mr Kelly forged colleagues’ signa¬ 
tures. 

Principle 

Prosecuting solicitor Mr Timothy Cray said: “It’s a 
bedrock principle that estate agents are forbidden from 
having hidden interests for properties under their 
agency.” 

Mr Kelly, 33, from Farm Road, Oldbury, had pleaded 
guilty to three frauds and two forgeries earlier, while 
wife Samantha, 29, of Birmingham Road, Hagley, 
admitted three frauds and one forgery. 

It was revealed that Connells colleague Andrew 
Butts, 29, of Westmead Drive, Oldbury, had helped rel¬ 
atives buy a separate repossessed property being acted 
on by the company, then sold on at market value. 

He helped his family to buy a home in Ruskin 
Avenue, West Bromwich, for £65,500 in March 2010, 
which was sold for £100,000 in July that year. Butts did 
not take part in any forgeries or profit personally from 
the fraud, but failed to disclose his relationship to the 
buyer. He pleaded guilty to one count of fraud at an 
earlier hearing. 

Defending Kelly, solicitor Benjamin Nicholls said no 
party lost out financially. 

Defending Mrs Kelly, solicitor Samantha Powis said: 

“The strain on this woman has been enormous.” 

Timothy Hannam, defending Butts, said his crime was 
not telling about his relationship to the buyers. 

Thomas Kelly was given a six month jail sentence 
suspended for a year for each charge, 180 hours work, 
and a six-month supervision order. Mrs Kelly was given 
a community order for six months supervision. Butts 
was handed a conditional discharge, to run for 12 
months.

Thug punched, bit 
and butted landlord 


A MAN who subjected a pub landlord to a 
‘savage’ attack has been jailed. 

Brian Palmer, who had a string of previous convictions 
for violence, had been asked to leave the Shoulder of 
Mutton in Rowley Regis. He punched, bit and butted the 
landlord Ranjit Shocker, who has been left psychologically 
scarred as a result, Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 


Palmer, from Stratford- 
upon-Avon, was handed a 
21-month prison sentence. 

The offence took place on 
November 6 last year when 
Palmer visited the Birming¬ 
ham Road pub at 6pm. 

Rowdy 

At first he and Mr Shocker 
got on well and played pool 
together but the situation 
soon soured after 26-year- 
old Palmer consumed at 
three to four pints and began 
to become rowdy. 

Mr David Lees, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “He was being a 
nuisance.” 

At 8.45pm, staff were told 
to stop serving Palmer and 
soon after, Mr Shocker asked 
him to leave, adding that he 
was welcome to come back 
the following day. 

Mr Lees said: “At that 
point, the defendant’s 
demeanour changed dra¬ 
matically. He became 
obstructive and aggressive.” 

Palmer lunged at the land¬ 
lord and bit him on the 
chest, before punching him, 
biting his nose and following 
that with a head-butt. 

Customers came to Mr 
Shocker’s aid and the defen¬ 
dant ran away.

The landlord was taken to 
hospital.

CCTV of the attack. A victim 
impact statement said that 
Mr Shocker now wanted to 
give up his publican career. 

Palmer, of Meadow Close, 
pleaded guilty to assault 
occasioning actual bodily 
harm.

Palmer was banned from 
visiting the Shoulder of 
Mutton for two years. 

In sentencing him, 
Recorder Peter Cooke 
ignored Mr Fowler’s plea for 
a suspended sentence and 
said that landlords were 
entitled to the protection of 
the court.

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Police 
blitz on 
car fuel 
thieves 

POLICE have launched a 
crackdown on thieves in 
Sandwell filling up their cars 
and making off without 
paying. 

Officers have been 
meeting with petrol station 
owners to tackle the offence 
which is known as ‘bilking’. 

The Bilking Forum, as the 
group is now known, will 
now meet four times a year 
to build on success reducing 
the number of thefts of 
petrol and diesel. 

Sergeant Samantha 
Jones, from Sandwell 
Vehicle Crime Team, said: 
“We are working closely 
with retailers across 
Sandwell to target those 
people who g:o to petrol sta¬ 
tions and drive off without 
paying. 

Patrols 

“In April of this year we 
set up a quarterly forum 
which allows us to keep up to 
date with the retailers and 
share information with 
them more effectively. 

“Our neighbourhood 
teams are also regularly vis¬ 
iting the locations and carry 
out patrols to target and 
identify the people responsi¬ 
ble for these thefts. 

“Early results have shown 
a reduction of 70 offences of 
petrol thefts from forecourts 
in the last three months 
compared to the first three 
months of the year.” 

In January it was revealed 
police officers in the West 
Midlands were being told to 
fill up at retail forecourts, in 
a bid to crack down on petrol 
thefts and to save the cash- 
strapped force money. 

The arrangements saw all 
police vehicles being issued 
with a unique fuel card that 
officers can use at normal 
retail forecourts. 

Former eyesore 
is transformed 
into apartments 

A VANDAL-HIT eyesore 
property in Wednesbury has 
undergone a makeover as it 
has been converted into 
apartments. 

The property, in Myvod 
Road is being turned into 
eight flats. 

The work, which is 
nearing completion, has 
been in the pipeline since 
2005 but the development 
was put on hold due to finan¬ 
cial issues. 

Now new owners of the 
site have almost finished 
work and hope to market the 
homes imminently. 


Mosque scheme at former Methodist church 



A FORMER Methodist church could be 
transformed into a mosque and community 
centre under new plans. 

The Old Hill Masjid and Community 
Group has applied to Sandwell Council to 
change the use of the building in Halesowen 
Road. The group said their current base, in 
Highgate Road, is no longer big enough. 

A Facebook group in favour of the plan 
states they are trying to raise £350,000 to 
undertake the extensive refurbishments 
needed to convert the premises into a 
mosque 


The Old Hill Masjid and Community 
Group was founded almost 20 years. 

The building was formerly a Methodist 
church but has also been used as a martial 
arts centre and for other commercial uses. It 
is now virtually derelict and considered an 
eyesore by residents. 

Teaching 

The work will see the Victorian building 
extensively refurbished including the 
restoration of features and a conversion to 
incorporate a main prayer hall, ancillary 
spaces, community and teaching facilities. 


A report to council chiefs states: “The pro¬ 
posal involves the creation of additional 
floor space both within the existing building 
footprint and as extensions predominantly 
to the north east of the present structure. 

The proposals also involve the reforming 
and creation of new entrances and to com¬ 
plement the new usage with a design which 
retains the original building ambiance but 
provides contrasting form and provides 
visual identity.” 

The plans also includes car parking, a 
terrace at the rear and ramps for access. 


It was also be landscaped as part of the 
overall scheme. 

Old Hill Councillor Julie Webb said the 
building was currently like a pigeon loft. 

She said: “It is virtually derelict at the 
moment and I know the group have pro¬ 
posed to take it on as their new base. 

Their current centre is very small, just a 
small house really and their are issues with 
parking particularly at prayer time.” 

“I have asked the planning committee to 
go and have a look at the site, and it is very 
important we consult with the neighbours.” 


Heritage lottery boost 
for RSPB visitor centre 


BOSSES at a Sandwell beauty spot are cele¬ 
brating after scooping a £600,000 lottery 
grant to build a new visitor centre to replace 
one destroyed by arsonists. 


The RSPB Sandwell 
Valley has been awarded 
the cash from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund for the five- 
year project that will 
rebuild and extend the 
visitor centre which was 
ruined in 2010. 

It is hoped the new site 
will open in spring 2015. 

The funding will enable 
the centre in Tanhouse 
Avenue, Great Barr, to run 
a range of activities, includ¬ 
ing photography, 

bushcrafts and orienteer¬ 
ing. 

Volunteers will also be 
needed to help with the 
project. 

Amazing 

Since the fire, the reserve 
has only been able to offer 
limited facilities. 

Chris Edwards, visitor 
officer for the RSPB said: 
“Immediately after the fire 
we were all feeling pretty 
low. 

“The closure of the centre 
not only greatly affected 
RSPB staff but also our loyal 
volunteers who had worked 
so hard to make the reserve 
welcoming. 

“I received many words of 
support from our regular 
visitors both near and far. 

“This is an exciting time 
for the reserve and friends - 
the new visitor centre is 
going to open new doors to 
people who may not other¬ 
wise have close contact to 
the amazing nature on their 
doorstep - we can’t wait.” 

Reyahn King, head of the 
Heritage Lottery Fund 
(HLF) for the West Midlands

said: “We are delighted to be 
able to help the RSPB over¬ 
come adversity to bring the 
visitor offer at Sandwell 
Valley back into the lime¬ 
light. 

“The new HLF-funded 
centre will provide greatly 
improved infrastructure 
and provide a hub for a huge 
programme of activities, 
events and education classes 
to be delivered over the 
coming years. 

“It will foster connections 
with new people including 
youth clubs, community 
groups, families and schools, 
as well as giving resident 
and visiting nature a home. ” 

Planning chiefs at 
Sandwell Council approved 
a planning application for 
the new centre in April this 
year. 

The designs show that vis¬ 
itors will approach the 
centre via a footpath system 
which rises from the railway 
bridge on the Tanhouse 
Avenue site. 

Screening and landscap¬ 
ing will direct the visitor to 
the main entrance. Inside 
the centre, visitors will pass 
through a meet-and-greet 
area where RSPB staff will 
be in attendance. 

RSPB Sandwell Valley 
was first designated as a 
local nature reserve and site 
of importance for nature 
conservation in 1991. 

It is home to more than 
200 species of bird, 250 
species of vascular plants, 
and many identified butter¬ 
fly species. 



Yvonne Gibson of Great Barr, won gold in the tae kwon do world championships, after getting bronze 28 years ago 


A FORMER health visitor has kicked 
her way to success to become the tae 
kwon do world champion gold medal¬ 
list, more than 25 years after she won 
a bronze. 

Yvonne Gibson from Great Barr 
who is a 2nd degree black belt in tae 
kwon do first started training in the 
Korean martial art in her late 20s, and 
worked her way thro-ugh the gradings 
to become a black belt. 

In 1985, after just a few years of 
training she won the bronze medal in 
the World Championships in sparring. 
In 1988, however, the mother-of-one 
decided to focus on being a health 


visitor and a practice teacher in the 
NHS. She said: “I just decided to focus 
on my career and my family.” 

But this February, 25 years on, she 
started training again, took a career 
break and put 100 per cent into her tae 
kwon do, setting her sights on the 
world title. 

Coached 

Mrs Gibson had originally trained 
with Master Paul Donnelly, but this 
year was coached by his student Paul 
McGrath at the tae kwon do TAGB 
Birmingham club based at the Priory 
School in Edgbaston. 


She entered the black belt destruc¬ 
tion category of the Tae Kwon Do 
TAGB World Championship and rep¬ 
resented England. 

The three day event took place at the 
Sky Dome in Coventry and saw her 
compete against opponents from 
around the world. She was victorious, 
coming home with the gold medal and 
trophy. She said: “It was great to have 
my daughter Marilyn there cheering 
me on and to see me succeed.” 

Mrs Gibson said she will continue to 
train in tae kwon do and is delighted 
that her teenage daughter has taken 
up the sport.

He said: “I am worried 
by the potential impact of 
NHS Sandwell and West 
Birmingham CCG’s 
restrictive referral policy 
and lack of first and 
second eye surgery and 
will be contacting them to 
make my concerns clear.”

Bonds of war are strong 
for veterans of regiment 


ALEX HOMER talks to 
veterans of World War II 
who have become a 
band of brothers 

THEY gave years of service and 
have seen at first hand some of 
the most terrifying scenes in 
history - but they still meet up 
every month and continue to 
support each other. 

The Wolverhampton and District Para¬ 
chute Regimental Association was 
formed in 1946 after the end of the 
Second World War and has sought to 
unite the family of servicemen past and 
present who took to the skies during con¬ 
flict since. It was believed to be one of the 
first associations of its kind in the 
country. 

And members, who meet on the first 
Tuesday of every month at Short Heath 
Royal British Legion, Willenhall, still 
share the good times and the bad with 
each other. 

Their calendar ranges from birthday 
parties to events to remember the coura¬ 
geous efforts of their fellow members in 
wartime. 

Long-serving member Robert Tong 
said the association had been like a family 
for him since his wife Ruth died. 

Music 

The association recently threw a 90th 
birthday party for Mr Tong, and even 
organised for him to have a slice of spe¬ 
cially-iced SAS cake. 

Mr Tong served in 2 SAS from May 
1943-May 1945, including campaigns in 
North Africa, Sicily and Italy. 

Entertainment for his birthday bash 
included light music in the background, 
while members paid the legion’s steward 
to put together a buffet for the occasion, 
including the centrepiece cake, iced with 
the SAS emblem. Father-of-one Mr Tong,

who used to run Ferrafort engineering 
company in Birmingham and turned 90 
on Monday, July 1, said he was grateful 
to the members for always including 
him in plans when he was not strictly a 
member of a parachute regiment. 

He said: “I hadn’t celebrated a birth¬ 
day in years but I had to celebrate my 
90th and I’ve had a wonderful time. 

“The association has been a lifeline to 
me since my wife Ruth died. We would 
have been married 68 years in Febru¬ 
ary.” 

He added that the congregation of 
Springdale Methodist Church, which he 
has attended for 30 years and which 
helped him with his son Rodney, who 
was affected by Down’s Syndrome 
before his death 11 years ago, also sang 
happy birthday to him. Don Taylor, a 
private who served in 2 Battalion Para¬ 
chute Regiment in the Middle East from 


1957-63 was one of the organisers of Mr 
Tong’s birthday party, and said: “It’s 
what we’re there for.” 

The group also celebrates the great 
efforts of its members, including the 
daring invasion of the Italian island of 
Sicily. 

It is 70 years since the allied forces 
attempted their assault on the island, 
which the Nazi’s held. 

Founding 

Part of that operation was Jack Baker 
of Sedgley - one of the founding 
members of Wolverhampton District 
Parachute Regimental Association - 
and Mr Tong, from Penn, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. 

Mr Baker, 88, was part of 1 Battalion 
Parachute Regiment, while Mr Tong 
was in 2 SAS. They along with Tom 
Brewin, of 2nd Battalion South 


Staffordshire Regiment, fought in the 
Second World War. Mr Taylor, of Gornal, 
is some 16 years younger than Mr Tong, 
but all are proud members of the associ¬ 
ation. 

Mr Baker, who has been involved with 
the organisation since the 1940s, said: 
“The appeal of the association began to 
dwindle because young men had gone off 
and got married and were starting up 
families. They didn’t have the time to 
fundraise as they had done previously. 

“Then in 1966, while on a pilgrimage 
to Arnhem in The Netherlands, Major 
Claude Milman said to me you need to 
get it back up and running again. 

“When we came back Major John 
Wharton, who was out in Arnhem with 
us, took out an advert on the front of the 
Express & Star for a meeting of the asso¬ 
ciation at the Molineux Hotel. We were

Drink-driver hit ambulance

A DRINK-DRIVER has been 
banned from the roads after he 
crashed into an ambulance carry¬ 
ing a baby to hospital. 

Omari McCalla-Jones, 22, lost control of a 
red Vauxhall Astra at the Cranford Street 
island in Smethwick on June 23. 

Kelly Crowe, prosecuting, told Sandwell 
Magistrates’ Court that McCalla-Jones, of 
Windmill Crescent, Smethwick, collided 
with and drove over a central reservation 
before hitting the front of the ambulance, 
which was driving a three-week old baby to 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital. 

Mrs Crowe said: “Fortunately no-one was 
injured and the baby was transported to the 
hospital in another ambulance.” 

Cannabis 

Police found that McCalla-Jones’ breath 
contained 64 microgrammes of alcohol per 
100 millilitres - the legal limit of 35mg. 

Mr Lee Preston, defending, said : “A fixed 
penalty was given for some cannabis which 
was in the car and the drugs test was found 
not to be for Class A drugs. 

“He does have a record, but nothing of a 
similar nature. This is his first conviction 
for this type of offence.” 

McCalla-Jones admitted driving a motor 
vehicle while over the alcohol limit. He was 
given a 17-month driving ban with an 
opportunity to reduce that period by four 
months by passing a driving course. 

He was also fined £110, ordered to pay 
£85 costs and a £20 victim surcharge. 

Chairman of the magistrates bench Rob 
Mayon said: “Clearly you were very shaken 
and it could have been far, far more serious 
than it was, so thank goodness that wasn’t 
the case.”

Mr McRae worked as an 
electrician while his wife 
was a keen gardener, neigh¬ 
bours said. 

Shaun O’Toole, 52, who 
lives opposite the couple, 
said: “They were an ordi¬ 
nary couple, he used to like 
to keep fit. 

“He would get up and jog 
every day before work, he 
went to work at around 7 am 
and got home at roughly 
5pm. I used to see him in the 
mornings setting his watch 
for a run. 


“She was very house- 
roud, she was always doing 
er garden and cleaning her 
windows, it is just a total 
shock what has happened, 
no one knows the reason for 
this. 

“He was an electrician. 
Once there was a power cut 
in the street and he came 
round asking people if they 
needed torches, they were 
kind-hearted, both of them.” 

Mr O’Toole added: “They 
never had any visitors which 
I thought was weird.” 

Police were called around 
at 10am on Wednesday, July 
17, and used a battering ram 
to break down the door only 
to discover the bodies inside 
the property a short time 
later. 

The couple were pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene.

Relics of proud industrial 
borough between the wars 


IN MY last Memory Lane feature, I 
wrote about the extensive photo¬ 
graphic collections held at 
Walsall Local History Centre, 

I specifically took the opportu¬ 
nity to showcase a few classic 
images of Walsall town which have 
not survived as original photo¬ 
graphic images but can still be 
found in old books. 

The photographs I reproduced 
for that Memory Lane were from 
that wonderful Victorian book The 
Walsall Album. I also mentioned 
the local Town Guides or Official 
Handbooks, variations on which 
were a particularly popular means 
of promoting towns and boroughs 
across the country during the first 
half of the 20th century. 

They were a fine showcase for 
local civic pride, facilities and busi-

Clearly this was very important 
then, as now, to provide employ¬ 
ment for local people and increase 
the prosperity of residents, busi¬ 
nesses and the corporation. 

They also commissioned local 
professional photographers to 
provide pictures for these books, 
generating business for them too. 

In the 1920s and 1930s, there 
were two series of such books, pub¬ 
lished annually, which are of partic¬ 
ularly interest to anyone wanting 
to find out how local people lived, 
worked and were governed. These 
are the Walsall Official Handbooks 
of the early 1920s and 1930s and 
the even more business-focused 
Walsall’s Industrial Advantages 
books of the mid to late 1930s. 

Walsall Local History Centre has 
a few of both, passed down from the 
reference section of the old Walsall 
Free Library, now known as the 
Walsall Central Library. 


Some of these are as fascinating 
for their colourful and stylish Art 
Deco influenced cover artwork as 
they are for their photographs, 
adverts and informational content. 
Two covers as well as some town 
centre photographs are reproduced 
here for your interest.

Now even the school’s potential sponsors are concerned 
that many parents are opposed to academy status for

More than a hundred 
parents turned out at a 
meeting in Brasshouse Com¬ 
munity Centre to show their 
support for the campaign to 
stop Galton Valley becoming 
an academy. 

The school, off 
Brasshouse Lane, was put in 
special measures following a 
critical Ofsted report last 
year. 

That led Education Secre¬ 
tary Michael Gove to begin 
the process of transforming 
the school into an academy, 
under the management of 
London-based Oasis Com¬ 
munity Learning. 

Monitored 

Since then the school has 
been regularly monitored by 
the inspection body who 
have reported continuing 
improvements, leading to an 
overall rating of ‘good’. 

Sandwell schools boss 
Councillor Simon Hackett 
said that the company 
behind the plans were now 
also reconsidering running 
the school, because of the 
community’s response. 

He said: “Oasis have 
raised concerns with the 
Department for Education 
in view that the community 


doesn’t want them to run 
the school.” 

He added that the council 
continued to back the cam¬ 
paign against academy 
status for the school and he 
had sent letters inviting 
Department for Education 
officials to visit the school. 

Soyfur Rahman, Chair¬ 
man of the Galton Valley 
campaign group, which 
recently held a demonstra¬ 
tion outside the Department 
for Education in Whitehall, 
said: “Other schools in 
Sandwell have become acad¬ 
emies, but they had a choice. 
Being forced into an 
academy is not good for the 
community or the children. 

“We are continuing to 
gather support from the 
community and the school’s 
governors and will continue 
to fight to keep the school 
part of the community.” 

Vice-chairman of the 
Galton Valley governors, 
Pam Randhawa, added: 
“The governors are fighting 
this all the way and wish the 
school to remain within the 
community as the school is 
improving at a pace that 
everyone is happy with - 
apart from Mr Gove.”

TOWERING bales of plastic reduced 
to a charred wasteland and buildings 
turned into twisted metal - these 
images show the devastation left by a 
huge fire at Smethwick. 

The pictures reveal the extent of the damage 
more than two weeks after the blaze took hold at 
the Jayplas recyling plant in Dartmouth Road,. 

At its height the fire was so hot it activated the 
sprinkler system in a neighbouring building 
owned by Office Team, saving it from being 
damaged. 

The fire, which caused damage estimated at £6 
million, was sparked by a Chinese lantern. 

It was one of the biggest ever fought by West 
Midlands Fire Service. For six days firefighters 
battled the blaze at the site and for days later 
returned to check on the site. 

Company bosses are currently counting the 
cost of the blaze and waiting for insurers to assess 
the site. 

Clearing 

They were hoping to start the process of clear¬ 
ing the massive mess this week. 

The three and half acre recycling centre was 
left a site of devastation. A total of 10,000 tonnes 
of plastic were destroyed during the blaze. The 
8ft bales of plastic which were piled four high 
have been reduced to a black twisted layer lit¬ 
tered with the metal wiring that held together 
the bales. 

The heat of the fire also damaged the concrete 
underneath, producing huge cracks, dust and 
rubble. A shelter which protected plastic which 
was of higher value was gutted by the fire and the 
metal girders that held it up were twisted and dis¬ 
torted by the heat. 

The wall which bordered the site was partly 
destroyed and toppled onto a lorry, while the trees 
that border Dartmouth Road remain scorched. 

The inferno at the Jayplas recycling plant,

which was sparked on June 30, was tackled by 
more than 200 firefighters at its peak. 

Nine firefighters had to be treated for heat 
exhaustion and smoke inhalation suffered while 
fighting the blaze. 

CCTV footage showed a Chinese lantern 
landing on the site, which contained up to 100,000 
bales of plastic, before it burst into flames. 

It sent plumes of acrid black smoke billowing 
6,000ft into the air, with reports that it could be 
seen from as far away as Kettering in Northamp¬ 
tonshire. 

The firm’s bosses are thankful that their main 
office building was not destroyed in the fire. 
There are some scorch marks to the roof but oth¬ 
erwise it was not damaged. 

Company bosses remain positive and have 
promised to reopen and rebuild. Spokesman for 
Jayplas, Mike Maxwell, said: “Jayplas would once 
again like to thank the emergency services and 


local authorities for their help in fighting and con¬ 
taining this fire. Their hard work and profession¬ 
alism managed to restrict this fire. Although this 
was a terrible incident it could have been much 
worse. Thankfully it was contained within our 
site and there were no serious injuries. 

“Our main priority now is to work closely with 
the Environment Agency to agree a plan to clear 
the site. Our main priorities in doing this will be 
to ensure there is minimal impact on the local 
environment and little or no disruption to our 
neighbours. 

“The fire has devastated the yard and the stock 
but we will get this cleared quickly and hope to be 
operational again in two to three months. 

“No jobs have been affected as we have relo¬ 
cated some of the site staff to our other factories 
in the Midlands until we have the site operational 
again.We want to get things back to normal as 
soon as we can.”

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Swimmer's 
death shocks 
channel team 


A WALSALL man has spoken of his heartache 
on hearing news of the death of channel 
swimmer Susan Taylor - while he was in the 
process of completing his own two-way 
channel swim. 

Paul Bates, aged 45, said he was “shocked and saddened” 


after being told of the 
tragedy just as his six-man 
swim team were about to 
start their journey to Dover. 

She was a friend of the 
Birmingham-based swim¬ 
ming team and had even 
joined them training in 
Sandwell Valley. 

Mrs Taylor, from Barwell 
in Leicestershire, collapsed 
in the water one mile from 
the French coast during her 
attempt on Sunday, July 14. 

The 34-year-old was 
pulled from the sea by her 
brother who tried to revive 
her before she was taken to 
hospital in Boulogne-sur- 
Mer, where she was pro¬ 
nounced dead. 

Mr Bates is part of The Big 
Ricks Swim Team who com¬ 
pleted the two-way channel 
swim in 20 hours and 40 
minutes, which is believed to 
be the third fastest time 
recorded for an English 
team. 

He said: “We had just 
landed in France and were 
preparing for the return trip 
when our pilot told us Susan 
had died. 

“We were all in total 
shock. Swimming the 
channel is such a difficult

challenge, it could have hap¬ 
pened to any of us.” 

The team is named in 
honour of Mark Rickhuss, 
who suffered a fatal heart 
attack in 2005 aged 41 while 
assisting another swimmer 
on a cross-channel chal¬ 
lenge. 

“Susan’s death really hit 
home bearing in mind what 
happened to our friend Mark 
Rickhuss,” said Mr Bates. 

He suspected something 
was wrong when the team 
arrived in Dover on Sunday 
evening to prepare for their 
crossing. 

Worried 

“We had been following 
her progress on Facebook, 
which her brother was 
updating live from the boat 
accompanying her. 

“Suddenly the updates 
stopped and the tracking 
device on the boat showed 
that it was moored in 
Boulogne-sur-Mer. 

“We started to get worried 
at that point because it was 
too early for her to have com¬ 
pleted the distance.”

Mr Bates revealed that he 
would have been on the boat 
accompanying Mrs Taylor 
had their channel swims not 
clashed. 

“As a solo swimmer you 
are allowed to have someone 
in the water with you for an 
hour to give you encourage¬ 
ment. Susan asked me to be 
her swim buddy but I 
couldn’t do it because we had 
to set off while she was in the 
water.” 

Mr Bates first met Mrs 
Taylor two years ago when 
she contacted him on Face- 
book looking to find an open 
water pool to practice in. 

“We ended up meeting her 
at the Swan pool in Sandwell 
Valley,” he explained. 

“She turned up in a 
wetsuit and was a complete 
novice at first, but she 
learned very quickly and 
within a few months was 
completing very difficult 
open water swims. 

“Her husband Stephen 
ended up buying a kayak so 


he could keep up with her.” 

Mr Bates said he has 
nothing but admiration for 
Mrs Taylor’s dedication. 

“Susan gave up her main 
job and started working 
part-time so she could con¬ 
centrate on charity work 

“ She was so determined to 
complete the channel swim, 
it’s so sad it ended the way it 
did. 

“She gave her heart and 
soul to fundraising, it was 
her life,” he said. 

Cancer 

The Big Ricks Team, based 
at the Perry Beeches Swim¬ 
ming Club in Birmingham, 
raised more than £3,500 for 
the charity Breakthrough 
Breast Cancer. 

They completed the 
channel challenge in 
memory of Philippa Thomas, 
partner of swim team 
member Richard Brown- 
john. She died in October, 
aged 44, after a two-year 
battle with breast cancer.

Dozens protest over cuts 
to services for disabled 



Protesters gathered outside the Independent Living Centre to demonstrate against proposals to cut the budget 


DOZENS of demonstrators 
staged a protest against cuts 
to services for disabled 
people in Sandwell. 

They gathered outside the Inde¬ 
pendent Living Centre, in Oldbury 
Road, Smethwick, with placards and 
banners to show their anger at cuts 
which threaten their services. 

The centre, seen as a lifeline by 
many, is due to see its budget halved 
and there are fears that more than 50 
jobs are at risk. 


Up to 79 members of staff, service 
users and supporters all took part in 
the demonstration. 

Sandwell Council has already 
announced that their adult social serv¬ 
ices budget will be cut by £20 million 
over the next three years. The Clinical 
Commissioning Group has told dis¬ 
abled people’s charity Ideal for All that 
their portion of fundingwill stop from 
October. 

In addition to this the council has 
decided to put specialist services out to 
tender in a bid to drive the costs down, 


These are currently delivered by 
Ideal for All and bosses now fear they 
will not be able to compete. 

Naeem Arif, chief executive of Ideal 
for All, which is based at the Independ¬ 
ent Living Centre, said: “We are going 
to have to start negotiations but as 
they are tendering out the services we 
could be undercut and not win the 
tender. If that happens then Ideal for 
All will have to close down. 

“Last year alone, Ideal for All 
received more 33,000 calls and visits 
requesting for help.”

A CHILDREN’S home in West Bromwich 
which has been described as not fit for 
purpose will close for good with the loss of 20 
jobs. A final decision has been made to shut 
Spon Lane Children’s Centre. 

Sandwell’s education boss Simon Hackett has said the 
centre feels like an ‘institution’ and he would not want his 

own children to stay there. ■ by Lisa Wright 
The centre will now close 0 _ 


as soon as possible, and no 
later than November 24. 

Councillor Hackett made 
the decision at a behind 
closed doors meeting earlier 
this month. It is expected to 
go on to be given full 
approval by the borough’s 
full council. 

Unison union representa¬ 
tive at the home, Simon 
Howl, said staff were ‘sad’ 
and ‘in shock’. 

Shocked 

He added: “We just all feel 
a little bit shocked, upset 
and concerned for the future 
of the young people of 
Sandwell. But we are 
resilient and we just have to 
knuckle down. 

“It is a big shock, we have 
got people here who have 
dedicated their lives to 
working for Sandwell.” 

Staff had handed in a peti¬ 
tion of more than 2,500 sig¬ 
natures in support of 
keeping the site open and at 
a meeting of the council’s 
cabinet committee last 
month a decision to close the 
site was put on hold so it 
could be considered by 
members of the authority’s 
scrutiny committee before a 
final decision was made. 

At that meeting, staff and 
union representatives from 
the centre pleaded with 
councillors to reconsider the 
proposals. 


Staff said figures from the 
council claiming low levels of 
occupancy were inaccurate, 
and they said registers 
showed they had been 
running at nearly full capac¬ 
ity since it opened. They also 
said the current rates, paid 
for by the council for young 
people to use the six-bed 
centre, were competitive. 

However, a report drawn 
up by the scrutiny commit¬ 
tee, again called for the 
centre to be closed. 

Councillor Hackett was 
also requested to consider 
the option of retaining an in- 
house service provision for 
residential care for young 
people in the borough. 

He said: “I firmly believe 
closing Spon Lane Chil¬ 
dren’s Centre is the best 
thing to do. I know that is 
not going to go be popular 
with everyone but I can’t 
duck tough decisions. 

“My bottom line is the 
home feels likes an institu¬ 
tion - I have been around it 
and I wouldn’t want my own 
children to stay there, which 
is my acid test. 

“To ensure we’d consid¬ 
ered every option I asked the 
children’s services scrutiny 
board to debate the pro¬ 
posal.” 

He said he would work 
with unions and staff and 
redeploy them where ever he 
could.

Burglar jailed after raiding 
home on victim's birthday 


A PROLIFIC criminal burgled the house of a 
woman on her birthday after spotting the 
address was unoccupied while travelling by 


on a bus. 

Lee Scandrett smashed 
glass in the front door after 
getting off the double decker 
at the next stop, a judge 
heard before jailing the 
serial thief. 

The 33-year-old criminal 
with 40 previous convictions 
escaped with jewellery from 
a bedroom of the house in 
Thorne Road, Rowley Regis, 
while the woman occupant 
was out shopping on May 16, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

A passer-by saw the front 
door was open and called 
police who were at the scene 
when the owner returned

scene to Scandrett, who had 
cut his hand during the 
break-in, said prosecutor Mr 
Howard Searle. 

He said the burglar had 
struck on the 50th birthday 
of the householder, addingd: 
“What should have been a 
day of celebration turned 
into something very differ¬ 
ent.” 

The victim later said in a 
statement that the stolen 
jewellery, which has not 
been recovered, was irre¬ 
placeable because of its sen¬ 
timental value.

anxiety attacks brought on 
by stress and no longer feels 
safe in the house where she 
had lived happily for six 
years. 

Mr Paul Hiatt, defending, 
said Scandrett was homeless 
after being freed from a 30- 
month jail sentence for 
another burglary and was 
desperate for money to pay 
off drug dealers who were 
threatening him over an 
unpaid debt. 

Mr Hiatt said: “He was on 
the bus when he noticed a 
house that looked as if 
nobody was in and decided to 
break in to steal property 
that he could sell and pay off 
the dealers.” 

Scandrett, previously of 
Oxhill Road, Handsworth, 
pleaded guilty to burglary 
and was sent to prison for 32 
months by Judge Amjad 
Nawaz. 

The judge told him: “This 
happened on the birthday of 
a lady who has suffered 
much misery as a result of 
the crime. 

“This is the sort of effect 
burglars can create in the 
minds of victims. This may 
not have been the intention 
but it is certainly the 
legacy.”

Training needed for the next 
generation of foundry workers 


WEST Bromwich West MP 
Adrian Bailey is to investi¬ 
gate whether a centre of 
excellence for training 
foundry workers can be 
set up in the Black 
Country. 

The lack of training was identi¬ 
fied during a debate about appren¬ 
ticeships and skills training in 
West Bromwich. 

Hundreds of youngsters from 
across Sandwell attended a jobs 
fair Mr Bailey helped to organise 
at The Public in West Bromwich 
and employers took part in a 
round-table discussion as part of 
the event. 

The issue of a skills gap in the 
high-value manufacturing sector 
was raised by Skills Factory direc¬ 
tor Colin Parker. “There is clearly 
a huge skills shortage and an 
ageing workforce in the Black 
Country,” he said. 

Mr Parker said the region was 
the centre of the UK cast-iron 
industry but none of the existing 


colleges or training providers had 
the capability of training young 
people in foundry skills. 

“Serious work needs to be done 
among training providers to 
create a centre of excellence to 
train people in those skills to 
replace those starting to retire,” 
he added. 

Engineers 

The only provision is a pilot 
course being run between the 
Institute of Cast Metal Engineers 
and Dudley College to prepare 
people to go on a new foundation 
degree at Bradford University. 

Mr Bailey said he would like to 
see a similar degree course offered 
in the Black Country. 

“There are more foundries in 
my constituency than any other in 
the country. It would be the 
obvious place to locate it,” he said. 

Mr Bailey pledged to bring 
together foundry businesses and 
colleges to see what could be done 
about getting the necessary 
funding.

Dog team 
track down 
bank raider 


A ROBBER tracked down by a dog unit after 
evading police in a car chase has been put 
behind bars for stealing a plastic carrier bag 
containing £1,600 in coins. 


Faisal Hussain carried

Lurking 

Mr Mark Rees, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court: “The

bag. He had looked around 
to see if there was anyone 
sinister lurking around. 

“A colleague at the time 
had been carrying £13,000 
in bank notes. 

“They had gone to the 
NatWest bank to cash in the 
money and the defendant 
was at an ATM machine. 

“When the victim entered 
the bank he turned around 
and saw the defendant who 
was stood behind but now

with a hood pulled up over 
his head. 

“The defendant tried to 
ry the money out of his 
and.

The ornate gateway to 
park's past is restored

HISTORIC gates which once 
stood at the entrance to a 
park have been renovated 
and turned into an artwork. 

The gates used to be at the Wolver¬ 
hampton Street entrance of Darlas¬ 
ton’s George Rose Park.

A FAMILY from Tipton are 
getting into the swing of 
raising funds for the hospital 
treating their little boy. 

Emma and Richard Griffiths were 
shocked when they found out their son 
Thomas had Leukemia. But they say 
the gruelling treatment and emotional 
distress has been eased by the care and 
professionalism of the staff at Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital. 

They are now planning to hold a 
golfing challenge to raise funds for the 
hospital. 

The couple said they first realised 


there was something wrong with four- 
year-old son Thomas when he devel¬ 
oped a limp after going out for a day of 
golf in May. 

By the end of the day their little boy 
could hardly stand on his leg, and that 
is when they took him to Sandwell Hos¬ 
pital. 

Tests 

After a number of tests the family 
were told he had Acute Lymphoblastic 
Leukaemia. 

Mrs Griffiths said: “It was a huge 
shock. It is just something you don’t 
expect. We were sent straight to Birm¬ 
ingham Children’s Hospital the next 


day for his first chemotherapy treat¬ 
ment. It was all a bit of a whirlwind.” 

The family said Thomas would need 
to go through a three-year treatment 
programme. His initial treatment has 
meant he is now in remission. 

Mr Griffiths who now works for a car 
rental company is a former profes¬ 
sional golfer and is now putting his golf 
skills to the test to raise funds. 

The 30-year-old who has a handicap 
of three will complete 100 holes in just 
a day at Harborne Golf Club on August

N ick Knowles has found a cosy 
little place for himself among 
the Beeb’s most desirable 
programmes. Well, he’s got the 
women falling at his feet and he’s 
pretty nifty with a power tool - the 
man’s got a lot going for him. 

And while many of the female 
population will be down-heartened 
to learn Nick’s recently got married, 
all things considered, this man is 
genius telly. 

Tonight, he returns to our screens 
in Break the Safe, demanding our 
prime-time attention once again 
(and he’ll get it), in another game 
show effort for the National Lottery.

them was the MG TF LE500 in Vibrant Orange Chassis No. 
000251. 

This very special MG has the number 1 of 500 on a plaque 
between the front seats and is sort of rarity that comes for 
sale only once in a blue moon.” 

The history of starting the very first of each new model 
with chassis No. 000251 goes back to the 1920s, and when 
MG moved to their new factory in 1929 they even had the 
telephone number Abingdon 251. 

John said that the car was offered up at auction to dealers 
by MG to the highest bidder 18 months ago. He put in a bid 
on behalf of the garage and then thought little of it until two 
weeks later when he was told he had won it. “I thought I 
would like to keep it but I’ve already got three MGs. 

Then I thought it would be nice to find a way for some¬ 
body to own the car without having to outlay a lot of money. ” 
Built in 2008 the car had remained brand new and unregis¬ 
tered at The Visitors Centre. 

The garage hoped to recoupe the cost of it by selling 850 
tickets at £20 a head. The competition was promoted on 
various MG forums and they sold 713 tickets. “It’s a good 
job Mr Jones bought five tickets, because it was his fifth 
ticket that won!” said John. “When I rang him up he said 
“Straight up? You’re sure it’s me?” However he had felt he 
might win after experiencing a “lucky streak”. Winner 
Lawson said: “I had a funny feeling I would win. That’s why 
I had five entries.” 

Yet still he wasn’t destined to drive off into the sunset in 
it! John explained: “I rang him on the Sunday and he came 
on the Monday and took delivery of it. He sat in it and then 
said “I have two Titanium hips. I can’t get out of it. I won’t 
be able to keep it”. However he then immediately sold it to 
a friend, an MG enthusiast. 

John added: “It’s nice that it’s found a new home and that 
the new owner is an MG enthusiast!”

THERE’S only one problem with success, and 
that’s how to follow it. 

It’s a tricky one alright; the first generation Citroen 
Picasso (based on the Xsara) was a solid-gold hit and sold 
by the shipload, thanks to keen pricing and tons of space. 
The next generation did well too, although it had 
tougher rivals to contend with. 

Now there’s a brand-new C4 Picasso MPy and once 
again it faces a difficult task. The competition is hotter 
than ever, and buyers are more demanding than ever 
too. Just having space isn’t enough; comfort, attractive 
design and fuel efficiency appear on most shopping 
lists - this is a tough crowd to please. 

This new C4 Picasso is a much more sophisticated 
device, however. The key advance is that the C4 Picasso 
is the first of a series of Citroens to use the new EMP2 


platform. Because of its 
modular design, it can be 
lengthened to create a 
whole range of vehicles 
and it’s also been created 
to save weight; the new C4 
Picasso is 140kg lighter 
than the previous model. 

Despite this, Citroen 
claims it is stronger and 
stiffer than the outgoing 
car, which is good news for 
protection in the event of a 
crash. 

Important stuff then, 
but it’s the outside that 
will get your attention 
first. Much more than a 
box on wheels, the C4 
Picasso has a large glass 
area and slim LED head¬ 
lights that help to create a 
more distinctive look. It’s 
clearly related to the previ¬ 
ous generation model but 
with more character; it has 
certainly benefitted from 
the impressively-stylish 
DS models elsewhere in 
the range. 

Automatically 

You can have one parked 
on your drive and your 
neighbours won’t auto¬ 
matically assume that 
you’ve given up on life 
because you now have chil¬ 
dren, which is surely the 
point. 

This is an MPV though, 
so it’s the inside that 
matters most. The first 
thing you notice is the 
amount of light coming 
into the cabin, particularly 
with the glass roof, and the 
windscreen extends almost 
over the heads of the front 
seat occupants. 

There are lots of clever 
features, such as an 
airline-style footrest for 
the front passenger and 40 
litres of under-floor 
storage, while the rear 
seats are divided into three 
and fold easily to give lots 
of versatility. 

Citroen has also made a 
big noise about the layout 
of the dashboard, which 
does away with conven¬ 
tional instruments and 
instead gives you two large 
screens. The upper one can 
display all sorts of informa¬ 
tion as well as images 
uploaded from a USB stick

(if you wish) and is config¬ 
urable in numerous ways, 
while the lower one is a 
touchscreen and controls 
many of the vehicle func¬ 
tions. 

It all looks very smart 
and generally works very 
well, although sometimes 
you are required to push a 
button on the steering 
wheel to confirm a choice 
which can be confusing at 
first. 

Under the bonnet 
there’s a choice of two 
petrol and three diesel 
engines, but it’s the 1.6- 
litre diesels that grab the 
headlines. The 115 e-HDi 
unit offers a useful blend of 
performance and economy; 
it’s as quick as you would 
need unless you’re in a big 
hurry but the prospect of 
70.6mpg and 105g/km of 
C02 is impressive for a car 
that’s designed to be more 
than just a green machine. 

Panoramic 

But it is the C4 Picasso’s 
excellent ride that really 
impresses. It soaks up 
bumps very well, without 
becoming too soft in the 
corners; basically, it 
behaves like a much bigger 
car. Press on and it hangs 
in gamely but that’s not 
what it’s best at - instead 
sail along on the torque of 
the engine, enjoy the 
panoramic view outside 
and let the suspension deal 
with any road imperfec¬ 
tions. It’s good from 
behind the wheel and your 
passengers will thank you 
for it too. 

Compared to its key 
rivals the C4 Picasso cer¬ 
tainly looks smart, is well- 
equipped and impressively 
versatile. It may be a frac¬ 
tion behind in absolute 
dynamics but it more than 
makes up for this with the 
good ride, arguably more 
important in a car like this. 

Looks like Citroen has 
another success story on 
its hands.

Stadion. But two-goal Anelka showed 
enough to suggest he is up for the chal¬ 
lenge of performing for Clarke. 

His first goal in Baggies colours on 
nine minutes was predatory and his 
second, 18 minutes later, was dripping 
in panache. 

After a low-key opening, Albion 
injected impetus into the game on eight 
minutes when Anelka beat two defend¬ 
ers and was chopped down by Baracskai 
Rolawy.
